ing to our Conference office in 
Los Angeles. The society has 
worked 3.962 hours.

In 1967, Seventh-day Advent­ 
ists across North America 
gave 1350.000 to this special 
disaster and relief offering, 
noted Pastor Pillor.

At the Assembly, which runs 
through May 21, the Southland 
delegates will Join with some 
800 other commissioners elect­ 
ed from the church's member­ 
ship of 32 million.
